Zwie ke r's Th re a t to Re sig n

WASHINGTON—After his famo u* enco unter 
with Senato r McCarthy, Brig. Gen. Ralph Zwic- 
ker angrily picked up the pho ne, called his 
superio r, Lt. Gen. Withers Burres.s, and threat­ 
ened to resign fro m the Army. 


McCarthy had slapped Zwicker in the face 
with derisive in.sults, charging that he “lacked 
the brains o f a five-year-o ld child” : sho uld be 
“remo ved fro m any co mmand” : was “unfit to 
w ear the unifo rm” ; was either dumb o r dis­ 
ho nest. 


“I do n’t have to take thisi” explo ded Zwicker 
afterward o ver the pho ne to his superio r o fficer, 
and said he wo uld give up his Army co mmissio n 
befo re swallo wing any mo re insults. Burress im­ 
mediately telepho ned the Army chief o f staff, 
Gen. Matt Ridgway, abo ut Zwicker’s threat to 
resign. 


Ridgeway co nsidered 
the entire 
McCarthy 
attack serio us eno ugh to call in his to p o fficers 
who agreed that McCarthy was undermining 
Army mo rale. Zwicker had gritted his teeth and 
taken McCarthy’s abuse fo r refusing to diso bey 
o rders. No w it was up to the Army, they decided, 
to co me to Zwicker’s defense. This was o ne facto r 
that led to Secretary Stevens’ o riginal .stand 
against McCaiihy. 


Talking o ver the pro blem, so me o fficers go t 
to co mparing Zwicker’s war reco rd with Mc­ 
Carthy’s. Iro nically, McCarthy go t elected to the 
senate in the first place by wandering up and 
do wn Wisco nsin, affecting a pho ny iimp and 
po sing as a Marine hero . 
McCarthy ’s Real Reco rd 


But the actual reco rd ^ho ws that, while Zwick­ 
er was winning 13 co mbat deco ratio ns including 
the purple heart, McCarthy didn’t earn a single 
co mbat medal. His alleged wo und came fro m a 
sailo r’s prank during an initiatio n ceremo ny 
cro ssing the equato r: and during the height o f 
the Pacific wai, McCarthy resigned fro m the 
Marine Co rps to go ho me and run fo r the senate. 
He bo asted during his senate campaign that he 
had enlisted as a private, but the reco rd sho ws 
he wangled a co mmissio n, no t as a seco nd Lieu­ 
tenant, but as a first lieutenant befo rehand. 


Here is the co mplete reco rd o f the mian who 
impugned the patrio tism o f General Zwicker. 


When McCarthy first resigned fro m the Ma­ 
rine Co rps he tried to fast-falk the Marines 
o ut o f a co uple o f air medals. These are always 
awarded as a m atter 
o f ro utine fo r every 10 
air missio ns. McCarthy claimed 30 missio ns, but 
the Marine Co rps, checking the reco rds, co uld 
find reco rd o f o nly nine. Even these were flo wn 
as an “o bserver,” in o ther wo rds, as a passenger. 
So McCarthy’s applicatio n w’as turned do wn. 


Lo ng after the war had ended and McCarthy 
had beco me an impo rtant senato r, he applied 
fo r his air medals again. At first they- again 
tu rned him do wm. But right after Eisenho wer’s 
electio n, the brass hats discreetly cho se to igno re 
the reco rd and take the senato r’s wo rd fo r the 
nu m ber o f missio ns he had flo wn. 
At his request. McCarthy w’as fo rmally “dec­ 
o rated” with the air medals at a military cere­ 
mo ny in his o ffice, to w'hich repo rters and pho ­ 
to graphers were carefully invited. Thus Mc­ 
Carthy became the first Marine in histo ry to 
get the full treatment usually reserved fo r co n­ 
gressio nal medal o f ho no r winners, fo r no thing 
mo re than a co uple ro utine air medals. 
McCarthy ’s “ Wo und” 
McCarthy also pro mo ted a co mmendatio n fo r 
allegedly bravely “refusing to be ho spitalized” 
tho ugh suffering fro m a “severe leg in ju ry . ’ 
This was av/arded o n the reco mmendatio n o f 
a Marine cro ny, Maj. E. E. Munn, who wTo te: 
‘ On 22 Ju ne 1943 Captain McCarthy suffered 
a bro ken and burned fo o t and leg. He. ho wever, 
refused to ho spitalized and co ntinued do ing 
an excellent jo b . 
. w'o rking o n crutches ” 
A ro utine inspectio n o f Navv reco rds, ho we\er, 
.•« no ws that McCarthy was cro ssing the equato r 
o n the U S.S. Chandeleur o n Ju ne 22, 1943. His 
shipmates repo rd that McCarthy injured his fo o t 
all right, but no t in actio n against the Japs. He 
wa.v “w'o unded” during the traditio nal King 
Neptune hazing ceremo ny while cro ssing the 
equato r. Here i,s ho w it happened, in tne wo rds 
o f o ne o f his buddies: 
“McCarthy w'as nearly thro ugh his initiatio n 
when he w-as h u n He was go ing do w n a ladder 
w ith a bucket fastened to his fo o t when he slip­ 
ped. His o ther fo o * caught o n a lo w^er ru n g ~ an 
iro n pipe a few inches fro m the steel bulkhead— 
and he fell backward iniming his fo o t. . 
After 
m> initiatio n w'as o ver and I had rinsed the stain 
fro m my shaved head, I w^ent to the ,« ;ick ba y to 
.see ho w' Jo e w'as getting alo ng. They had decided 
that three bo nes were bro ken.” 
Thus McCarthy became the o nly Marine in 
histo ry to be awarded a hero 's co mmendatio n 
fo r cro ssing the equato r 
McCarthy Resigns 
McCarthy was such a medio cre Marine o fficer 
that, while his buddies sho t up the pro mo tio n 
ladder during the rapid war build-up, he was 
pro m.o ted o nly o ne rank fro m first lieutenant 
to captain. Later, he tried to add luster to his 
Marine reco rd bv claiming in his o fficial bio gra­ 
phy IV'af he had risen fro m a private to captain. 
Marine reco rds sho w, ho wever, th.a' he was 
swo rn m as a first lieutenant o n Aug 4. 1942 
skipping the rank o f seco nd lieutenant 
Finally, while General Zwicker was .sto rming 
I he beaches at No rmandy and leading the 38th 
Infantry Regiment acro ss the Rhineland. Mc­ 
Carthy was wangling to get o ut o f the Marines 
to go ho me and electio neer. He was granted 
o ne furo lugh, during w'hich he went back to 
Wisco nsin and campaigned fo r the senate—co n­ 
trary to Marine regulatio ns. In this first trv, 
ho wever, he lo st to Sen. Alexander Wilev 
A few weck.s later. McCarthy appiied fo r an­ 
o ther 30-day leave to campaign fo r re-electio n to 
me circuit co urr bench. This was in Octo ber, 
the Marine Co rps turned thumbs do wn, gave 
i944. at the height o f the Pacific war. Ho wever, 
him his cho ice o f fighting o r resigning. 
Tho ugh McCarthy had anno unced to the prest 
in 1942, I want to jo in fo r the duratio n,” he 
handed in his resignatio n. 
It was accepted Feb. 20. 1945, and McCarttiv 
hu iried ho me, di.spJaying his pho n> 
lin-p Uj 
the vo ters: while his Marine buddies wvre stiU 
fighting the blo o dy battles fo r Saipan and Oki­

We hav e recen tly been approached by Sedalia town speople 
an d ou r cu stomers askin g w hy we are u n able to settle the strike 
bein g carried on by some of ou r employ ees as members of the 
eamsters Un ion Local No. 5 34. Un der the circu mstan ces we feel 
that a complete ex plan ation is du e the people of Sedalia an d su r­ 
rou n din g territory . 


Du rin g the early part of 195 3, certain u n ion represen tath ¿s 
came to u s an d deman ded that we en ter in to a con tract agreein g 
to compel ou r emloy ees to join the u n ion or discharge them from 
their jobs in the ev en t they failed to do so. We refu sed on the 
grou n d that this wou ld n ot be fair to ou r employ ees 
that 
employ ees shou ld be free to choose w hether or n ot they wan ted 
to join the u n ion , also, becau se the u n ion does n ot represen t a 
m ajority of ou r employ ees, that it wou ld be a v iolation of law 
for u s to force them to join the u n ion or be discharged from their 
jobs for refu sal to do so. 


The u n ion shop prov ision wou ld requ ire that an y employ ee 
we hire m u st become a m em ber of the u n ion within 30 day s an d 
if an y time thereafter the emplov ees u n ion du es becom edelin - 
qu en t we m u st discharge that employ ee. 


After se\ era] mon ths n egotiation we ev en tu ally agreed ten ­ 
tativ ely to all clau ses in the rev ised con tract su ch as wages, 
horn s, v acation s, holiday s, workin g con dition s an d all other m at­ 
ters ex cept the u n ion shop or main ten an ce of membership with 
the requ iremen t that all employ ees belon g to the u n ion on pen al­ 
ty of losin g their jobs in clu ded therein . 


We hav e n ev er had an y objection an d hav e n on e 
at this 
time whatev er to ou r emloy ees bein g members of the u n ion 
if 
they wish to do so bu t feel that su ch decision wou ld be for 
the 
employ ee to make an d n ot for ou rselv es. 


In Sedalia. we hav e alway s employ ed u n ion con tractors 
to 
do ou r con stru ction an d bu ildin g. 


^ 
tod a \. u n ion pickets are picketin g ou r place of bu sin ess 
V ith tn e in ten tion of cau sin g u s to su ffer su bstan tial losses in 
bu sin ess an d goodwill. Despite ou r willin gn ess to n egotiate an d 
ten tativ ely agree to all other deman ds of the u n ion represen ta­ 
tiv es. the u n ion con tin u es to allege that we are u n fair to labor. 


3 lie u n ion is n ot y et attemptin g to coerce other lu mber deal­ 
ers in this city to force their employ ees to join the u n ion an d n on e 
of these other dealers hav e attempted to force their employ ees 
to do so. Oin best in formation is that n on e of them hav e a u n ion 
shop con tract. When the u n ion asked ou r employ ees to walk ou t 
on strike on e regu lar employ ee an d on e part-time emplov ee 
walked ou t an d began picketin g. All other employ ees refu sed 
to com pi v with the wishes of the u n ion an d hav e remain ed on 
the job. i hey can stay on their jobs whether u n ion members or 
n ot accordin g to their wishes an d we 
do n ot care to depriv e 
them of their right to choose for themselv es n or of their right 
to work becau se they do n ot belon g to the u n ion . 


The Home Lu mber Compan y is the gu in ea pig in spite of the 
fact that its dealin gs with its employ ees an d with the u n ion are 
as gen erou s as those of an y other y ard in Sedalia. Bu t if the Home 
Lu mber Compan y agrees to v iolate the tru st of its own employ ­ 
ees m the matter of their freedom to work, it is probable that 
the u n ion wou ld swiftly u se ou r con cession s to force other 
dealers to comply with their deman ds. 


WTe sin cere]v hope this ex plan ation will clarifv the situ ation 
an d that y ou will u n derstan d the tru e reason for the picket bein g 
in fron t of ou r place of bu sin ess.
